1. Applicant's amendment of July 26, 2007 is acknowledged. It is noted that the replacement 
figures 1-4 of July 09, 2007 have been accepted. Claims 7-1 1 and 13-16 are amended. Claims 1-6 and 12 
are canceled.

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art fails to teach.or 
suggest in combination with two cables having an outer jacket and an inner conductor, an inwardly 
projecting bead forming an outwardly directed shoulder and a radially enlarged region; a contact plug and 
a connector socket formed with a pin and a sleeve projecting inward from the respective beads and a pair 
of hooks lock the contact plug and the bead and a crimp connector gripping the conductors of the cables; 
the seals in the plug and the socket; the socket and plug housings are fittable axially together with the pin 
of the contact plug fitted snugly inside the sleeve of the socket housing, the housings are formed with an 
inwardly open groove to retain a seal ring in the groove, when the housings are fitted together.
